S.O. 183.(E),—In' pursuance of clause (1) of arfiole 239 of the Constitution and 
in supersession of all pxeviou.s orders on the subiect, the President hereby directs 
that the Administrators of all Union territories other than Arunachal Pradesh and 
Mizoram (whether known as Admlnfetrator. Chief Commissioner or Lieutenant 
Governor) shall, subject to the control of the President and until further orders, 
exercise the powers and discharpe the functions under the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, 1973 ( 2 of 1974). aa mentioned in the Schedule hereto annexed, subject 
to the condition that the Central Government may itself exercise all or any of 
those powers and discharRe all or any of those functions, should it deem necessary 
50 to do. 

2. This notification shall have effect from the 1st Apr71, 1974.

432 except in respect of— 

(a) cases, where the sentence Is the sentence of death and has not-been 

commuted: 

(b) cases where the sentence is for an ofl’encp against any law relating to 

any of the matters enumerated in List I in the Seventh Schedule to 
the Constitution; and 

(c) cases where the order referred to in sub-section (6) of section 432 

is passed under any law relating to any of the matters enumerated 
in List I in the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution.

In relation to the Union territory of Arunachal Pradesh or 
Union territory of Mizoram, be exorcised and discharged also by the Administra¬ 
tor of that Union territory.
